EDITORIAL CORRESPONDENCE, 


Serr. 3d, Nine miles North of Volcano is. 
situated the last town lying upon the great 
marble range of the state which, like all the 
others to the South, is characterized by rich 
mining among the marble boulders. It is called 
Indian Diggings from the great number of In- 
dians formerly here residing, of which many 
yet remain, spending the principle part of each 
day in the town, and retiring at night to their 
old, wretched cabins upon the surrounding 
hills. They are rapidly passing as a race from 
the earth, and probably will soon be rarely 
found within the limits of the State. In no 
other portion of the world have the nations 
dwindled away more rapidly before the advan- 
cing Anglo-Saxons than have the Indians of 
California. Were there Missionaries, who had 
left all that is er dearing in christian homes, 
toiling with self-sacrificing devotion among 
these poor heathen, to stay the tides of misery, 
sin and death rolling over them, the wicked 
and profane would delight to charge this dimi- 
nution upon the christian efforts of such. Bat 
unfortunately they bave no opportunity to do 
this here, and the wretched native is left to de- 
struction with scarce an effort to save him. 

Although a good portion of the mining about 
Indian Diggings is permanent, yet a general 
feeling seemed to pervade the inhabitants that 
the town was to prove a failure. Why this 
sentiment should prevail we could not tell, yet 
many were making arrangements to leave.— 
The place has had sixty families, but now not 
over forty. The number of inhabitants has 
been six hundred, but now not over four hun- 
dred, They have a fine Odd Fellows’ and Ma- 
sons’ Hall, the lower story used for all public 
meetings. They bave genernily been without 
regular preaching, but for a few months past a 
Methodist Minister bas led them in Divine 
worship once in two weeks. A public school 
has generally been taught in the place. We 
judge that those who remain till another rainy 
winter shall abundantly soak the earth and 
supply them with all needed water, will find 
that they have acted a wise part, rather than 
seeking their ſortunes in other places. 

Henry's Diadtnds.— Across three of the 
principle forks of the Cosumnes to the North 
six miles is ‘‘Henry’s Diggings,” a new town 
situated upon the high mountain level, and bid- 
ding fair for a good mining locality. ‘heir mi- 
ning is all surface or river work, and in time of 
water good returns are netted. Only about ten 
families are residing here, while others are ex- 
pected before the commencement of the rains. 

GrizzLy FLar.— Three more miles still to 
the North, crossing another deep canon of a 
main fork of the Cosumnes, the traveller comes 
to Grizzly Flat, a fair, good, pleasant town, 
built up principally on sure and permanent 
quartz mining interests. The quartz leads are 
very numerous and extensive, and already af. 
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fords rock sufficient to keep seven mills in op- 
eration during times of water. Arrangements 
are being made to put up also two or three 
other mills during the coming year. A com- 
mon yield of the rock to the ton is eighteen 
aod twenty dollars, though some of much less 
value is being crushed. 

* Seventy or eighty families are here residing, 
and seem to speak of their place of residence 
as one of some years in the futdre to be en 
joyed. Not often anywhere yet in the moun- 
tains is a family willing to say this is the place 
we call a permanent home.” Stayiog a time 
is their idea, till at length their feelings will 
change, and these mountains shall teem witha 
prosperous population. 

A besutifal Roman Church has been finished 
in the place, and the Methodists are putting up 
another for themselves. They have bad but 
little regular preaching among them till of 
late. Hereafter it is hoped there will be a hap 
py change in this respect for the better.— 
The number of children in the vicinity is large 
so much so that the superintendent oftheir Sab- 
bath school informed us that he had on his book 
the names of one hundred and sixty different 
persons who, within the year, had attended the 
school. A few weeks before we visited there, 
it had been proposed to get a new library for 
the school. Four of the girls were chosen to 
visit the people to collect funds, and the result 
was that over one hundred and fifty dollars 
were given them for the object. With such 
liberal assistance the school has secured one of 
the finest sabbath School libraries in the mines. 
The cause of temperance has made great pro- 
gress here, 80 that it is one of the very steady 
and quiet‘towns in the mountains. A public 
school is also kept up the year round, we be- 
lieve, and well patronized. The climate is de- 
lightfal and healthy, and water excellent. But 
their winters will well compare in severity with 
those of central Ohio. Farming in that region 
is beginning to reccive much attention where 
the market must always be good. We rather 


judge that a good farming claim in these hirher | 


mountains is preferable to nine-tenths of the 
quartz elaims. From here to the North mi- 
ning of all kinds fails for many miles, and we 
turned down the mountains fourteen miles to 
an old small town called Newtown. Some 
twelve or fourteen families have generally been 
residing here, and a hundred or more single mi 
ners, but nothing of interest has ever charac- 
terized the place till lately. Quartz mining 
has during this last summer taken a decided 
start in the,place—seven good leads being now 
known, where was only one, and that little 
worked for the last three years. Its prospects 
for the future are, that a permanent, busy town 
may here spring up. Truly, it is in an attrac- 
tive, romantic region. Eeight more miles to 
the West brings one to the large, flourishing 
town of Placerville. 8. v.

it, cracked the boiler, emptied the reservoir, 
aod ruined the entire hydraulic apparatas. 
The hot-water furnace was cleared out:] 


Bat O, the changing! It was mid-winter. 
The mild weather took this chance to go South, 


and got in its place the niggardest w that 
ever stood sentinel in Kamtschatka. The cel- 
lar was divided from the kitchen in by 


this furnace. For two or three webs Whe? 
were chiseling the tubes apart, and getting the 
rubbish out of the way;—masons, tenders, 
iron-men, old and new iron, tia pipes, carpen- 
ters, and the new air-boxes, girls and dinner, 
the Irishman wheezing at the pump—all mixed 
in such confusion, that language under the tow- 
er of Babel was a euphoniou literature in 
comparison. Sometimes, as we walked out, 
our good and loving deacons, ina delicate way, 
would warn us of the danger of being puffed 
up with the pride of a stylish house! 

At length, after nearly six weeks of the 
coldest weather of the season, the new furnace 
tonk charge of the house. Water returned to 
the attic. The girls no longer dreaded being 
blown up by the boiler at the range. But the 
report came up that the sinks were stopped. 
A ee * the kitchen —— must be 
ri up, the great wastepipe reached by dig- 
slog. — laid open. — plates, 
and cups sto up the pipes. Another week 
for this. Just as we were sitting down toa 
dangerous peace, we walked to the window one 
morning, to see that our yard had disappeared! 
The roof of the store on which it was 25 bad 
given way, and carried down all the earth, 
crashing through the four stories to the ground! 
Just one thing more was needed—that the house 
itzelf should slide off bodily, and dump itself 
into the East River! Yet the misfortune was 
not without comfort. The store was used for 
grinding drugs. Ten thousand pounds of salts, 
pecac, rhubarb, strychnine, such like deli- 
cacies, were hidden beneath a hundred tons of 
earth the mediciue being, where man le 
for whom it was destined would have oe 
ried under ground. For several weeks after- 
wards, I think the bills of mortality improved 
in the region around. 

There were a great number of other thi 
exceedingly convenient in our house. 0 
water - pipe from the roof to the front cistern 
was Carried down within the wall to the ground. 
The bitter cold froze it up. Nobody could 

tat it. We salted it, we poked hot irons 
nto the tap, we took counsel, and finally let it 
alone. The cornice leaked, the walls were 
damp, the ceiling threatened to come off; our 
neighbor's pipe discharged go much of its con- 
tents on the ground as to saturate the-wall in 
our basement entry, the area overflowed into 
the ccllar; we dug a cess-pool to let it off, and 
cut through the cistern pipe leading to the 
kitchen pump. It could not be soldered with 
water in it, and the cistern must be run dry 


before that could be fixed. The attic tank 
gave out again. No water!

to wash with. Then came on a system of beg- 
ging. We took the neighborhood in order, 
and went from house to house, till we exhaust- 
ed the patience and the cisterns of every friend 
within reach. Then we betook ourselves to 
the street-pump, and for two months we and 
the milkmen subsisted upon that. 

There was a grand arrangement of bells at 
our front door, which seldom failed to make 
everybody outside mad because they would not 
ring, or everybody mad inside because they 
rang 80 furiously. The contrivance was, that 
two bells should be rung by one wire; a com- 
mon bell io the servants’ entry, and a gong in 
the upper — 6 The bell-train was so heavy 
to draw, that it never operated till the man 
the of an ox- 

ut then it went off with such a crash and jin- 
gle, that one would think a band of music, with 
all its eymbals, had fallen through the skylight 
down into the entry. Thus, women, childrer, 
and modest men seldom got in, and sturdy beg- 
gars had it all their own way. It * 
edi to see experiments performed on 
del 4 man would first give a modest pall— 
and then reflect what he was about to say. 
No one coming, he gave a longer pall, and re- 
tarned te waiting and meditation. A third 
pull was the preface to stepping back, survey- 
ing the windows, looking into area, when, 
seeing si of unquestionable habitation, be 
retarns with flashed face to the bell ;—now for 
it! He pulls as if he held a line by the side 
of a river, with a — pound salmon on it; 
while all the bells go off, up and down, till the 
house seemed full of bells. Things are not 
mended when he finds the gentleman of the 
house is not at home! We fear that much 

bas been lost at that front door. 

In the midst of these luxuries of a first-class 
‘house, we sometimes would look wistfully out 
of the window, tempted to envy the uncon- 
scious happiness of our two story neighbors. 
They had no conveniences, and were at peace; 
while we had all manoer of conveniences, that 
drove us up and down stsirs;—now to keep 
the flood out, and then to bring it in; now to 
raise a heat, then to keep off a conflagration, 
so that we were but little better off at home 
than are those ionoceotly insane le who 
leave home every summer, and go the 
country, to take care of twenty tenaks for two 
months. But the cruelest thing of all, as we 
stood at the window, was the pious look of 

by, who seemed to say with their eyes, 


“A man cannot expect much grace that lives 


in such a fine house,” 

Meanwhile, we practice the same charity. 
We rail no more at Fifth Avenue, and admire 
what saintly virtue enables so many to carry 
cheerful faces, who live in houses with even 
more conveniences than ours. We are grate 
ful for our happier lot. Though we are worse 
off than people in tw houses, how much 
better are we placed than if we lived in Fifth 
Avenue 

We dear our burden tly, knowing that 
in the very moment of despair are at 
the very point of deliverance. Who knows 
but he may have a fire as well as bis neigh 
bors? Obe hour would suffice to set a man 
free from all bis troubles, and permit him to 
walk the streets at liberty, unharassed by plamb- 
ers, carpenters, tinners, glaziers, gae-fixers, car- 

t-fitters, bell-hangers, and the whole tribe of 
bell pullere! 

We are now living at We are ina 
plain two-story country-house, without con- 
veniences.” We are recruiting. Nothing 
gets out of order. We do not wake to hear 
water trickling from bursted pipes; we have 
no chandelier to fall down ; the gas never leaks; 
we ere not afraid to use our furniture; our 
chairs bave no linen clothes on ; the carpets are 
without dragget. The children bless the coun- 
try and a country-house, in which they are not 


always scratching something, or hitting some- 


thing with shoe, or button, or finger-nails. And 
we already feel that a few weeks more will so 
for invigorate us, that we shall be able to re- 
turn for a ten months’ life in a modern house 
with conveniences.

Philosophy in Court, 

We observe that a prize is offered this 
year by Harvard College, of $500 to any 
pupil who shall be decided by the Co 
ration to have attained the greatest skill 
in mathematics. The person who offers 
the prize which is only proposed for this 
year, is Uriah A. Boyden, a civil engineer 
of Boston. 

This gentleman was concerned in a suit 
last year, brought by him in the Supreme 
Court of Massachusetts against the At- 
lantic Cotton Mills of Lawrence, which 
was of a very interesting character, but 
has never, so far as we are aware, come 
before the public. Mr. Boyden had 
agreed to.make a turbine water-wheel for 
the Atlantic Mills, which should save, or 
“utilize,” as it is termed, seventy-six per 
cent. of the water power ; if he teed te 
in saving that per centage, he was to have 
$2000, if not, he was to have nothing; 
and for every one per cent. above that he 
was to receive $835. Mr. Boyden went 
to work and produced a wheel which saved 
as he affirmed, ninety-six per cent. The 
labor involved in this result may be ima- 
gined from the fact that Mr. Boyden 
spent more than $5,000 in the mere math- 
ematical calculations. The Company had 
provided no sufficient means of testing the 
question practically, and as the per cent- 
age claimed by Mr. Boyden was altogeth- 
er unprecedented, they contested the 
claim. 

The case went into court. No jury on 
the globe could comprehend the question, 
and the learned bench also found itself 
entirely at fault. The“ case was accord- 
iugly referred to three well chosen parties: 
Judge Joel Parker, of Cambridge ; Pro- 
fessor Benjamen Pierce, the mathemati- 
cian, and — B. Francis, of Lowell, 
the agent of the united companies of Low- 
ell in the management of the common 
water power. Professor Parker furnished 
the law, Mr. Francis the practical ac- 
222 with bydraulics, and Professor 

ierce the mathematical knowledge. That 
learned geometer had to dive deep and 
study long before the problem was set- 
tled. But settled it was at last, and in 
Mr. Boyden’s favor, to whom the referees 
awarded the sum of eighteen thousand 
seven hundred dollars. Mr. Boyden had 
previously constracted turbine wheels that 
utilized respectively, the extraordinary 
amounts of eighty-nine and ninety per 
cent.; the last wheel, utilizing uinety-six 
per cent., exceeds any thing of the kind 
that was ever made The wheel is one
